New York, Nov. 22.—The ceremony of 
unveiling the statue of Alexander Hamilton, 
the first Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, took place this afternoon in 
Central Park, in the vicinity of the Museum 
of Art and the site for the Egyptian obelisk.

To him was intrusted the important corre- 
ndence with which the table of the Gen- 
al was daily laden. With him more than 
any other Wash n consulted, discussed,’ 
and agreed. Thé@y were bound together by 
the closest and warmest ties of mental 
acumen, moral worth, and physical dangers. 
The one always helped the other. 


WASHINGTON’S REPUTATION 


by the letters, clear, concise, and cogent, 
which bore his signature and thé stamp of 
Hamilton’s brain as well. In those days the 
Commander-in-Chief reported direct to the 
Continental Congress, and it must be borne 
in mind that the correspondence intrusted to 
the youthful aide—all of which was done be- 
tween his ages of 19 and 22—included re- 
ports and recommendations to Congress, 
protests and discussions with’ foreign Gov- 
ernments, directions and reproofs to sub- 
ordinate officers, and the thousand and 
one petty communications born of the 
developments ofthe day. Memorable in the 
data of his military life were these experi- 
ences with Washington, his suggestion to 
Congress in respect to promotion from the 
ranks, his proposal that the negroes of the 
South should be armed and used as sol- 
diers, and his participation at the surrender 
of Cornwallis in Yorktown. 
HAMILTON’S CIVIL RECORD. 

But, although the military ice of Alex- 
ander Hamilton was thus fruifful,—so much 
so that Washington wrote him an autograph 
letter of thankful appreciation and confidence 
at the close of the war,—it is probable that 
his genius is best recognized in connection 
with his civil, and more especially his finan- 
cial, record. In the exultation of the coun- 
try at that time there was one terrible ele- 
ment of distress. All finance was in chaos. 
Distrust and confusion reigned. Cut off from 
sound commercial relations with Great Brit- 
ain, the new Nation and its industries were on 
the verge of financial anarchy. Hamilton thus 
far had been conspicuous as an agitator 
before the war and a diplomat-soldier dur- 


‘ing its continuance, but until his letter to 


Robert Morris, in 1779, he being then 22 years 
old, no one had looked to him for vice or 
suggestion in that line of thought. “To him 
the country was then indebted for a scheme. 


HE IT WAS WHO FIRST SUGGESTED 
that when a nation needing money had none 
it was a wise thing to borrow on the public 
credit, and in the year following he prepared 
and submitted to a member of the National 
Congress a plan of governmental basis, ex- 
istence, and procedure which was the seed 
form of the greater instrument that grew 
from it and assumed the form of the Consti- 
tution of the country. From this time on 
Hamilton seemed impressed with the idea 
that he had a mission superinduced upon 
him; that he wasto be the prophet leader 
of a new people: that he was to 
act as the disembarrasser and releaser 
of the embarrassed and enfeebled com- 
munities of the land, and that, chief of all, 
his endeavor was to be directed to a consoli- 
dation of the various and several States into 
one harmonious and potential whole. State- 
sovereignty was his béte noir, and the energy 
with which he pressed for a union, a nation 
and a national existence was characteristic 
of the fervor of his belief. That Hamilton,

HAMILTON IN THE CABINET. 

As years rolled on and other men of mind 
appeared upon the plane of official life Ham- 
ilton found himself associated with Wash- 
ington, Franklin, Madison, Jay, Jefferson, 
Burr, and their compeers. He was their as- 
sociate, their peerin all things, their supe- 
rior in many. His vigorous and suggestive 
pen was never idle, and its activities were 
ever in the best interests of the 
country. When Washington was elected 
President his first act was to send for 
Hamilton and, tender him the Treasury 
portfolio—complimentary in one sense, a 
forlorn hope in another. How he served his 
country in that trying position is matter of 
history. He found chaos, he organized 
order and discipline. His predecessors in 
finance left him nothing good; his successors 
have changed but little that he designed. He 
grasped the situation with intelligence and 
handled it as a surgeon does his patient. He 
was honesty personified. No valid debt was 
repudiated, no dishonest claim was recog- 
nized, He made reputation for his country 
by stamping her obligations at home and 


abroad with his unimpeachabie integrity. | 


The credit of the Nation appreciated. His 
plans were based in common sense, and ap- 
pealed to the most sensible nerve in ex- 
istence—that of the pocket. His letters, re- 
ports, and memorials were made public, and 
when submitted to the calm and selfish 
analysis of financiers, stood the test, as they 
do to-day. The fundamental law of the land 
was propounded in them, and the marvel- 
ous prosperity of the Nation is their normal 
outgrowth, ©

The theories con- 
cerning their disagreements are many, but it 
appears to be a fact that Burr was jealous, 
envious, and discontented; he regarded

‘on Hamijton, took deliberate alm at his ad- 


versary, who was badly handled by his sec- 
ond, shot him with intent to kill, and left him 
dying. Hamilton held away from insult as 
long as he could with honor, accepted the 
challenge with reluctance, announced his In- 
tention to fire in the air, was deliberately 
shot, and died in the arms of his wife and 
children on the lith of July, 1804. 


THE STATUE. 
DESCRIPTIVE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, Nov. 22.—The heroie granit 
statue of Alexander Hamilton, by Charles 
Conrads, was placed on its pedestal in the 
Central Park late Saturday afternoon, on its 
arrival from the New England Granit Works 
at Hartford, Conn. The sculptor is also the 
author of the statue of the American Soldier, 
which was displayed at the Centennial Ex- 
hibition. The present statue is erected on 
the rising ground on the right of the main 
eastern drive, to the northwest of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, and almost due 


north of the site of the obelisk. Hamilton is 
represented standing bareheaded, in the act 


ot speaking, in the costume of Kevolutionary 
days, and wearing on his left breast the badge 
of the Order of the Cincinnati. In his left 
hand he holds a roll of manuscript, which 
lies on the top of a plain, rounded column. 
His right hand rests in natural action and 
position in\the turn of his waistcoat. The 
left foot is well advanced, atid the weight of 
the body falls on the right leg. | 

THE EXPRESSIVE FACE, 
which the donor is well satisfied with, is 
turned to the right. The sculptor has repre- 
sented his subject as in his prime. The coat 
is of the long-tailed, no collar shape, the 
shirt-front and wristbands are ruffled, and 
the cravat many folded. Mr. Hamilton wears 
knee-breeches, silk stockings, and low-cut 
buckled shoes. His hair, which curls up off 
his high, broad.forehead, is tied behind ina 
cue. The pose of the figure is dignified and 
graceful,—that of & gentleman. Through- 
out the modeling is excellent, and much 
more effective than we should have expected 
in a material so difficult to work as granit. 
It is in good keeping and never forced, the 
creases and folds of the garments and silk 
stockings being delicately and skillfully 
managed. The coat sets well, the 
back is noticeable for admirable mod- 
eling, and the pose of the legs is 
good. The action, as the statesman — 
speak, is very natural; it is that of consum- 
mate case of manner, of courtly dignity. It 
is to be regretted’ that the pedestal of the 
short column, on which the roll of manu- 
script rests, projects over the upper edge of 
the main pedestal, for such a disposition, be- 
sides not being natural, offends the eye. 

ON THE WHOLE 

the city may well thank Mr. John C. Hamil- 
ton for the gift of an excellent work of art,— 
one which if it does not take a first place 
among the few good statues in the park and 
city, at least does much to raise the general 
average of all.

SILK. 
THE PEOPLE ARE NOT BUYING LARGELY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Noy. 22.—The silk industry 
in Paterson, N. J., is somewhat depressed. 
The mills are running on short time and 
with a reduced foree, This trade has not 
had a dull season before in seven or eight 
years, and the operators are somewhat 
alarmed. manufacturers are at a 
loss to account for the present 
dullness, as in former years they 
were often busy at this time in preparing for 
the spring trade. An unusually abundant 
crop of raw silk and excessive production 
are the most generally received reasons of 
the falling off in the demand for silk goods. 
The markets are said to have been over- 
stocked for some months, but the dealers 
expected to work off their supplies in the 
fall, in which they have been disappointed. 

AS ONE CONSEQUENCE, 

many small manufacturers have been obliged 


to sacrifice their goods at any figure for 


cash, and this has had a further tefidency to 
demoralize the market. Certain lines of 
staple silk goods are selling to-day at a 
lower price than was ever known in the 
American market, partiy on account 
of the necessities of the manufacturers 
to raise money, and partly because 
those goods are temporarily out of fashion, 
It is believed that the holiday trade, which 


promises to be unusually brisk this year, 


will in a great measure relieve the market. 
It ig-scarcely expected now that there will be 
any improvement until after the holidays, 
and probably not before the middle of Janu- 
ary or the Ist of February. The 1,500 silk 
operatives in and about Paterson are ex- 
tremely uneasy. 


A FAILURE 
IN TEA.

New York, Nov. 2.—Samuel H. Steven- 
son, wholesale dealer in tea at No. 102 Front 
street, made an assignment to-day, giving 
seven preferences, a total of $36,199.22. The 
fact that a preference of $5,000 was given to 
Judge William S. Bant, of the broken Hack- 
ensack banks, led to a report that the failure 
of Mr. Stevenson was on account of the sus- 
pension ot the banks, but it was stated by a 
representative of Mr. Stevenson that the 
cause Of his failure was the great deprecia- 
tion in the prices of tea, some of which 
declined 30 per cent since he purchased 
them. He started in business in 187, his 
capital being about $20,000. He had a large 
business in New Jersey, and his reputation 
was very good.

loans to bridge over his trouble, but he 


deemed it best to decline assistance and to 
stop immediately. His liabilities amount to 
about $100,000, of which about $65,000 is for 
merchandise, His assets and open accounts, 
it is expected, will realize enough to pay all 
general creditors from 50 to 60 per cent of 
their claims after the preferred debts are 
settled in full.

Treasurer Gilfillan in his annual report, pub- 
lished to-day, shows that the demand for the 


standard silver dollar is increasing, although it 


appears that to this time but about 34 per 
cent of the entire amount ocoined is in 
circulation. In addition to the ordinary 
influences for the distribution of the dollar®, the 
demonetization by the people of the Southwest of 
the Mexican trade dollars has created an exten- 
sive demand for the new dollar in t quarter, 
and Treasurer Gilfillan is of opin that if 
the trade dollar should be withdrawn, or 
rated at its bullion value, many more silver 
dollars would be required for circulation in 
Eastern cities. The great barrier to the circu- 
lation of silver, Treasurer Gilfiilan finds, is the 


fact that the Clearing-Houses refuse to take 


either silver dollars or silver certificates. There

AN INCREASING DEMAND FOR SILVER CERTIFI- 
CATES, 


and particularily under the latest order of the 
Department, which authorizes their change for 
gold or bullion at New Orleans. St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, and Cincinnati. This gives the silver cer- 
tificates the character of bills of exchange, and 
makes them much sought after. The 
demand for them is stimulated by the 
scarcity of other circulating notes, 
and because the certificates, being furnished at 
the Sub-Treasuries without expense for trans- 
portation, become an inexpensive means of ob- 
taining exchange.

from miscellaneous sources of only $112,079. The 
expenditures show a slight increuse of $695,074 
in the aggregate as compared with the previous 
fiscal year, caused by an increase of $22,305,040 
in payments on account of the Interior Depart- 
ment, but show a decrease of $71,699,965 in ex- 
penditures for interest and premium on the 
public debt. on civil and miscellangous accounts, 
and for the War and Navy Departments. 

THE BALANCE OF PUBLIC MONEY 

on deposit in the Treasury, and subject to draft 
at the close of business June 30, 1879, was $417,- 
223,787. The receipts during the year from all 
sources amounted to $494,578,241, and drafts paid 
$708,190,900. After deducting receipts properly 
refunded and outstanding drafts, there was sub- 
ject to draft at the close of business June 30, 
1880, $204,683,836, which differs from the debt 
statement balance by $3,506,213, which is ex- 
plained in the appendix.

A HUGE BLUNDER, 
WHEREBY THE REPUBLICAN MAJORITY IN INDI- 
ANA IS OFFICIALLY CUT DOWN 3,000 VOTES.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 22.—Gov. Gray, Sec- 
retary of State Shanklin, and Auditor of State 
Manson canyassed the Presidential vote of Indi- 
ana this afternoon, receiving certificates from 
all the counties in twelve districts. At the 
eleventh hour it was discovered that tife Mar- 
shal appointed for the Eighth District had not 
put ia an appearance, and a telegram received 
from the Clerk of Montgomery County informed 
the Board that the vote of that county had 
neither been certified to nor called for. This 
discovery fell like a bombshell into 
the camp of the unwary, and Gen. 
Harrison and his partner. Mr. W. H. 
Miller, were hurried to the rooms of the Board 
to see whether it would be possible to delay the 
canvass. An examination of the law left the 
Board in doubt as to any discriminating powers, 
and so they concluded to return the vote 

80 FAR AS IT WAS CERTIFIED TO, 
and adjourn, with the mental reservation that, 
when the vote of the Eighth District was prop- 
erly. certified it should be added. The 
vote as canvassed is as follows: Garfield, 
212,146; Hancock, 208,375; Weaver, 10,623,— 
leaving Garfield a plurality of 3.771. 
instead of 6,400. as it should be, had the Eighth 
District been canvassed. In an interview this 
evening, Auditor-of-State Manson said that the 
Marshal appointed in the Eighth District, Claude 
Matthews, was a graduate of Greencastle Uni- 
versity, and resided in Vermillion County, two 
miles from Hillsdale and twelve miles from 
Clinton.

SENATOR BROWN OF GEORGIA. 

Senator Brown made a very manly speech 
to the Legislature of Georgia, and the fact 
that he was chosen to represent the State in 
the United States Senate afteg the delivery 
of sucha speech shows that there is some 
probability of a reign of common sense in at 
least one Southern State. Gen. Longstreet 
assumed a similar position soon after the 
close of the War of the Rebellion, and was 
treated with ignominy, socially ostracized, 
and politically damned for it. The current of 
disloyalty and folly was too strong for him. 
His services to the Confederacy were for- 
gotten, and for bravely accepting the inevi- 
table he was brutally denounced as a traitor 
to the South. But years have intervened, 
the Solide South and the Democratic party 
have suffered repeated defeats, and there has 
been time, at least, for the sober second 
thought. Senator Brown does not claim to 
represent the old ruling element, the slave- 
holding element, the aristocracy of Georgia. 
He says: There is a sentiment in Georgia 
I do not represent. It is the senti- 
ment of that aristocratic class which 
lived high, and taught their children to 
love to rule.“ What Southern public man 
has ever dared to ignore the aristocratic 
class? What Southern public man has ever

This is 
such a speech as Lamar, or Wade Hampton, 
or Hamburg Butler, or Ben Hill might have 
made at the foot of Bunker Hill to tickle the 
Northern ear. But no Southern statesman, 
seeking office at home, ever made such a 
speech before; no, not in the history of 
Southern politics. To be sure, in other 
parts of his speech, Senator Brown claimed 
credit for his record as a secessionist, as a 
War Governor, and a defender of the War 
of Rebellion; and it is notiqgable in 
the report of the speech that it is 
in those portions of it that all the applause 
marks are found. There was no applause 
for his compliment to New England ideas, 
none for his proposition to educate the col- 
ored race, none for his statement that the 
colored people are citizens, and we must do 
them justice,” and none for the assertion 
that they must be given every legal right.” 
But while the legislators lacked the moral 
courage to applaud the sentiments, they had 
the common sense to vote for the man who 
uttered them. It is very clear that Mr. 
Brown is not a doughface, and it is equally 
certain that, if he sticks to his text in the 
United States Senate, he will be very much 
out of gear with his brother Democratic 
Senators, unless the Democratic party puts 
on an entirely new barness, Mr. Brown 
has constructed a platform consisting of two 
planks,—common sense and exact justice to 
the negro citizen. If he can drag his party 
up out of the mire of election frauds and 
general dishonesty upon this broad platform 
of fair play, he will have performed a polit- 
ical miracle. If he fails, but still has the 
moral courage to stand there alone, he will 
be a conspicuous figure in Washington pol- 
itics and society so long as he remains in the 
Senate. It is too much to expeet of one man 
that he will be able to regenerate Southern 
politics, perhaps; but it is a hopeful sign of 
the times that Mr. Brown, as an aspirant for 
the highest State honor in Georgia, should 
have dared boldly to antagonize the passions 
and prejudices of the constituency at whose 
hands he sought favor. 


THE NEW CHINESE TY. 

The Commission recently sent China 
to negotiate a modified treaty with the Celes- 
tial Government has concluded its work, and 
although the official draft will not be made 
known until it is submitted to the Senate for 
ratification, its main features have been 
divuiged sufficiently to form an intelligent 
opinion of its scope and merits. It is unfer- 
stood that it does not affect the status of 
Americans resident in China, nor does it 
trench upon the commercial relations of the 
two countries, which remain as provided for 
in the Reed Treaty of 1858. It is in reality a 
modification of two clauses of the Burlin- 
game Treaty, which recognize the right of 
voluntary emigration and provide penalties 
for taking Chinese subiects to this country 
without their consent, and giving to Chinese 
in this country the same privileges, immuni- 
ties, and exemptions as are enjoyed by other 
nationalitigs. In lieu of these provisions the 
new treaty provides “that no master of any 
vessel owned in whole or in part by a citizen 
of the United States, or by any foreign coun- 
try, shall take on board from any 
port in the Chinese Empire or other 
foreign ports any number of Chinese 
passengers, male or female, in excess of the 
number of fifteen, to bring them within the 
jurisdiction of the United States,” and any 
master of a vessel who violates this provis- 
ion is held to be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and subject to fine and imprisonment. No 
Consul can grant a certificate to any vessel 
leaving China with more than fifteen pas- 
sengers, and every master must furnisha 
separate list of Chinese passengers, which 
shall be sworn to. The only exceptions are 
in cases of persons officially connected with 
the Chinese Government or persons rescued 
from shipwreck. 

It will be observed that the provisions of 
the treaty are a repetition of those contained 
in the bill regulating Chinese immigration 
which was vetoed by the President in March 
1879, Atthat time he gave as his reasons 
for the veto that it was neither courteous nor 
equitable, norin consonance with internation- 
al etiquet or obligations, for one Power to ab- 


rogate a treaty without notification to the other 


Power. Hence he suggested that a Commis- 
sion should be appointed and instructed to 
go to China and represent to the Govern- 
ment of that Empire what peculiar embar- 
rassment the Burlingame Treaty was causing 
in this country, how it was distracting labor 
on the Pacific Coast, how bitterly oppoged 
the people of that section were to the whole- 
sale immigration of Chinese coolies, and how 
difficult it was for the Government to protect 
them from the indignation and frequent vio- 
lence of the working classes, who found 
themselves losing their occupations because 
Chinamen could work for a pittancd upon 
which white men would starve. The Presi- 
dent was confident that when these horrible 
abuses and embarrassing results of the coolie 
system were laid before the Chinese Govern- 
ment it would agree to a modification of the 
Burlingame Treaty in these respects without 
interfering with the status of American citi- 
zens in China or disturbing the commercial 
relations of the two countries. The result 
shows that he was right in his speculations. 

The new treaty will unquestionably be im- 
mediately ratified by the Senate, and without 
a dissenting voice, and ought to satisfy even 
the most radical and bitter opponents of the 
Chinese. So long as shipmasters can bring 
but fifteen at a time there will be no object 
for the great Chinese companies to continue 
their shipments ‘here, since they cannot be 
sent in sufficient numbers to answer their 
purposes. Under the new treaty less than 
1,000 Chinese will probably arrive in Califor- 
nia in a year, and, as those here are dying off 
at the rate of 3,000 to 4,000 every year, and 
during the same time from 5,000 to 6,000 re- 
turn home, the little handful who may come 
would never be noticed, and could in no way 
disturb or even affect American labor. The 
tide of Celestial immigration must cease, and 
those who have made any money here will 
return to the Flowery Kingdom. The press- 
ure gn the California labor market will be 
relieved within a year, and every month will 
ease it off until inafew years it will disap- 
pear, except, perhaps, in the shape of a few 
washesmen, cooks, and house-servants. 

The vast majority of those now here have 
been sent over by the Six Companies, passage- 
paid; but under the new treaty they cannot 
afford to keep this up, and that there will be 
any voluntary immigration in such small 
numbers is impossible. While the negotia- 
tion of the new treaty is sufficient cause for 
National congratulation, both as eliminating 
in the future a very undesirable element of 
our population and removing an alarming 
incubus from American labor, it is to be 
regretted that Secretary Evarts is cast in so 
slow a mold and has been so long in un- 
winding his red tape. If this treaty could 
have been made known a week-before elec- 
tion it would have saved to the Republican

The confidence that all can have ga 
if wanted is one thing, and the probability of 
receiving silver, and short weight silver at t, 
is another. The firm and honest [I] position 
maintained by Secretary Sherman in pect to 
silver is used as an argument for his retention, 
in view of the fact that this silver question must 
soon be dealt with, and wisely t with, or 
grave com plicatious must ensue. 


The country is fully aware that ever since 


the silver dollar has been restored the Treas- 


ury Department, under John Sherman, has 
ignored the fact that it was a full and consti- 
tutional legal-tender for every possible ex- 
penditure made by the Government. It has 


been as lawful for the Treasury Department 


to pay interest on the bonds, or the principal 
of the bonds, pensions, and salaries as well 
as bounties, in silver,asit has been to pay 
them in gold; and to say that the Govern- 
ment, expending over two hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars a year, has not been able, 
if so disposed, to pay out silver dollars at 
the rate df two millions per month, is a rank 
absurdity. The Treasury has always carried 
a large stock of gold, not its own, 
but for which it had issued certificates re- 
deemable on demand. The objection that 
silver, if once paid out, will return to the 
Treasury just as gold does, and be repre- 
sented by certificates, Is no reason for saying 
that people will not take silver. The differ- 
ence is that the Government coins no gold, 
or but little, on its own account; the gold 
that goes into the Treasury, except that re- 
ceived for revenue, is originally private 
property. In the case of silver, all that is 
coined is the property of the Government, and 
so long as the Treasury Department ignores 
its legal-tender character, and is ever insist- 
ing that it is bad money, and so inferior 
that ng one ought to countenance it, 
it is not wonderful that there are $25,000,000 
of it in the Treasury not represented by out- 
standing certificates. Every dollar of that 
money might be put in circulation did not 
the Treasury Department advertise every 
day that it is dishonest money, and so dis- 
honest that it ought to be abolished. The 
nonsense put forth in this letter: of the cor- 
respondent will be published two weeks 
hence in the official report of the Treasury 
Department, and yet the Treasury insists it 
cannot get the mone into circulation. If 
the Treasury would take a little of the pains 
to pay the money out that it does to find ex- 
cuses for not domg it and to misrepresent 
and depreciate the money, there would be no 
difficulty in the matter. 


HOW SWITZERLAND SQUELCHED A FIAT 


SCHEME. 

That the little Republic of Switzerland is 
based upon the good sense, the sound con- 
servative judgment, and general intelligence 
of its people is shown by their disposition of 
a Referendum,“ or question whether they 
wish any revision of their Federal Pact, 
which was submitted to them a few weeks 
ago. Apropos of the Referendum,” which 
somewhat resembles the French “ Plebiscite,”’ 
the London Spectator says; 


There are two sorts of Referendum: one 
relates to inary laws,and may be called for 
by 90.000 ‘electors; the other concerns organic 
changes, and can only be put into operation on 
the demand of 50. electors. If a partial re- 
vision of the Constitution be in question, the 
modification of a clause, or the addition of a 
sentence, the matter, on the proposal of the 
Federal Legisiatu re, is laid before the electors, 
whose decision is final. It will thus be seen that 
the initiative appertains to the people only when 
a total revision of the Constitution is desired. 


The occasion of the Referendum was this: 
About a year ago Herr Joos, a member from 
Schaffhausen, and a rank Communist and 
advocate of fiat money, introduced a meas- 
ure in the Federal Legislature to regniate 
bank-note issues, his object being to suppress 
all private issues and make the State the sole 
issuer of money, his argument being the old 
Communistic clamor that if money were 
ground out in sufficient quantities the whole 
country would be prosperous, and the well- 
being of the working-classes would never be 
imperiled by commercial crises. The Leg- 
islature, however, took so little interest in 
Herr Joos’ insanity that they never even 
stopped to discuss his crazy propositions. 
He then went before the people, and, after a 
year’s work, he succeeded in obtaining the 
signatures of 50,000 electors to a requisition 
for such a revision of the Constitution as 
would enable him to carry his proposition 
into effect. When the requisition was 
laid before the Government, it was found 
to be drawn up in such a manner as made 
t null and void. It would have been legal 
to have dropped it then and there, but rather 
than do this, and determined to satisfy Herr 
Joos and keep him quiet for the future, the 
Government requested the National Legis- 
lature to put it in proper shape and, submit 


it to the people so as to ascertain once for all f 


whether the people wanted their National 
Pact revised. They did so, and submitted it 
to the people. Herr Joos had the support of 
his own adherents, all who were disaffected 
towards the Confederation, and all the Com- 
munistic associations of every stripe. The 
result was that in a vote of 650,000—and the 
vote was very light, since many of the elect- 
ors, knowing what the result would be, did 
not vote at all—he succeeded in mustering 
only 122,000 votes. Herr Joos received his 
quietus, and it is certain that nothing more 
will be heard from him on the Fiat question. 
He succeeded in asking the people, and the 
answer he got was all-sufficient. The Swiss 
people are to be congratulated upon their 
eminent good sense. . 


Tue skeleton of the Indian Bureau's re- 
port which has been furnished the press in- 
dicates that considerable headway has been 
made toward a solution of the num@ous 
vexations which have attended the aw rd 
system of treating the Indian tribes as sover- 
eign nations. So long as this fiction shall be 
kept up there will be needless embarrass- 
ments to the Government, and the danger of 
Indian outbreaks will always be imminent. 
Nevertheless, there are tangible evidences of 
a closer approach to a self-supporting condi- 
tion and a more civilized tendency among the 
Indians as a whole than could have been rea- 
sonably predicted some years ago. It seems 
that of the entire number of Indians in the 
States and Territories, only 18,000 continue 
to refuse recognition of the Government sys- 
tem of agencies. Of the latter the hostile 
Sioux have been coming in to fhe reservation 
rapidly; the removal of the Utes further 
west on the Colorado River has been suc- 


| cessfully accomplished; and the peace 
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policy “ has a better look than ever before. 


It begins now to appear probable that the 
Indians who are left in the country will 
some day be an agricultural people, and 
abandon their war-dances and scalp-hunting. 
The completion of the new Pacific Railroad 
now in process of construction will do more 
than any other influence to bring about this 
condition. The showing as to Indian sqpools 
and the educational work done by the Bureau 


should encourage Congress to be more lib-+ 


eral in the appropriations to that end. It 
seems that seventeen Agencies, including 
about 50,000 Indians, have been deprived of 
all special funds for school purposes, and 
that there are 7,000 of their children of 
school-age who are denied the’ proper facili- 
ties. This is all wrong. So long as the Gov- 
ernment adheres to the policy of civilizing 
and educating the Indians at the public cost, 
it is folly to do the business in a half-hearted 
way, nor will it be possible to test the efficacy 
of this policy unless it shall be carried out 
in proper spirit. a

Tae remaining steps in the election of 
Prosident are as follows: On the first Wednes- 
day in December, which this year will fall on 
the first day of the month, the Electors are to 
meet at 2 0’clock p. m. in the Capitals of their 
respective States and cast their votes f - 
dent and Vice-President. The law requires that 
they should be present at that place upon the 
very day and hour specified. On one oceasion 
the votes of a Western State whose Electors, de- 
tained by a snow-storm, failed to reach the Cap- 
ital in time, were not counted by Congress. No 
formal decision was rendered, but the refusal to 
count is generally regarded as tantamount to a 
ruling of that kind. The Electors when as- 
sembled vote each for his choice for President 
and Vice-President. The vote so cast is to be 
signed in tripiicate. One copy will be deposited 
in the archives of the State, another will be for- 
warded by mail to the President of the Senate, 
and a third will be sent to Washington by the 
hands of a special messenger to be delivered to 
the Secretary of State. On the second Wednes- 
day of February, 1881, both Houses of Congress 
are to assemble in joint convention. According 
to the Constitution, the President of the Senate 
shall, in the presence of the Senate and House 
of Representatives, open all the certificates, and 
the votes shall then be counted.“

‘ONE HUNDRED WIVES.” 

This play was seen for the first time in this 
city at McVicker’s Theatre last night. The au- 
dience was a large and a friendly one,—the piece 
is by two well-known gentiemen in this city,— 
and the reception was decidedly cordial. Some 
weeks ago One Hundred Wives was launched 
in Philadelphia, and received marked consider- 
ation from the pressand from the public. It 
was subsequently produced in Baltimore and 
in Woshington, and the same kindly treatment 
was tendered the drama. While we do not feel 
justiffed in indorsing a great deal of the lauda- 
tory criticism we have seen concerning the play, 
we must award the dramatists, Messrs. Gilbert 
Pierce and J. B. Runnion praise, for the manner 
in which they have told their tale and pointed 
the moral which adorns that tale. The play 
deals with Mormonism, certainly in a more di- 
rect way than it has ever been deait with before 
on the stage, and in the course of its four acts 
shows the villainy practiced, tne misery caused, 
by the polygamous saints, the sophistry em- 
ployed to capture proselytes, and the measures 
resorted to in order to keep these proselytes 
within the sacred walls of Salt Lake City. As 
an exposition of Mormonism the play has its 
value, and its story will be found by the average 
audience one of interest. That interest could 
be hightened if some of the extraneous dialog 
was lopped off and the tale made more direct. 
The material of the piece 14 strongly melo- 
dramatic, and the authors have carefully re- 
frained from vulgarizing their material. 

The time of the play is 1856, when the Mormon 
power was at its hight,and before the Pacific 
Railroad was laid. Its locale is Sait Lake City 
and the adjoining mines. There is a novel sort 
of prolog which is called an emblamatic picture, 
in which the Danites, or destroying angels, are 
decked in the robes of office, taking a new cov- 
enant.

DISCOVERED IN TIME. 

A disastrous conflagration was averted last 
night by the discovery of a fire in its incipient 
state in the extensive wholesale millinery and 
fancy goods house of D. B. Fisk & Co., at the 
southwest corner of Washington street and Wa- 
bash avenue. Fritz Kreidel, the watchman ip 
the establishment, saw smoke issuing from 
around the chimney on the second fioor at the 
northwest corner the buiiding, he said, just after 
he had made his round at 9 o'clock, and he at- 
tempted to find out where the fire was located, 
but the smoke became dense * he could not. 
and at l0o’clock he turned in an alarm from 
Box 3. The firemen answered 228888 and 
after cutting the flooring around the chimney, 
discovered the fire and extinguished it by a 
small quantity of water from a chemical en- 

ine, and without causing any serious damage, 

arge quantities of buttons, 8 silks 
threads, etc., were piled up on the tables near 
the place where the fire occurred, and they 
were damaged tothe amount of about $250 by 
being scattered about. The whole loss will 
probably not exceed $300, 

The building and stock, owned by D. B. Fisk 
& Co., are insured for $400,000 in Chicago agen- 
cies, and are valued at $600,000. The building is 
o large five-story and basement one of stone- 

ronts. 

The headers of the joists extended into the 
chimney and were left exposed by the builders, 
80 that they became c from the heat of 
the boiler-furnaces in the basement, and were 
burning for some time before the watchman 
discovered the fire, which crept along the joists, 
extending northward to within a few feet of the 
elevator. The building was constructed just 
atter the great fire for Peter Page, from whom 
it was purchased a year by D. B. Fisk & Co. 

Other buildings in the business centre of the 
city are said to have the same defects in con- 
struction, and should be looked after by their 
owners.

DISASTERS ON LAKE ONTARIO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ToronTo, Nov. 22.—Another heavy gale, of a 
different nature than the last one, has swept down 
the lakes, blowing with tremendous violence 
and accompanied with bitter cold. The respected 
oldest inhabitant’ could hardly rem@gmber a 
more terrible. gale in November. Ev®@rybody 
kept indoors with the exception of the sailors 
out on the lakes, who were obliged to take all 
the cold and danger of the storm. The poor 
fellows ,had a hard time of it, and, in spite of 
their endeavors, some of the finest schooners 
on Lake Ontario were driven on che north shore. 
Fortunately, though this is the case, no lives 
have been lost so far as have been reported. 
But it is bard to say what may have happened, 
as vessels 4%" have been wrecked of which no 
intelligence uas been received. 

Several vessels are beached at Frenchman’s 
Bay, some twenty miles east of here, and one 
has been scuttied to prevent her from going to 
pieces. One of these vessels is the Wave Crest, 
owned by Sylvester Brothers, of this port. As 
soon as the news reached here yesterday morn- 
ing, the tug Golden City was gotten ready to go 
to the rescue, but the sea ran so high that it was 
thought unwise to start. 

Shortly after the news of this misfortun 
Capt. Tripp's schooner, Guelph, was repo 
driven high up and in close proximity. 

Later it was said that a large fore-and-after 
was signaling distress near Port Union, seven- 
teen miles east. 

No further away than Scarborough Hights. nine 
miles east, a large schooner, the Magwie McRae, 
was seen rollt heavily and deep down in the 
water, and evidently in great danger. People 
were impatient to think that lives might be in 
danger, and yet there were no means of going 
out tothe wrecked vessel, and no means of 
crossing to the isles, as few boats could live on 
the bay, and shallow water kept the tugs from 
trying it. A life-boat is badly needed. Besides 
this, a system of signais, which would materially 
assist in learning the true state of affairs when 
vessels are in danger near the city. 

The tug Golden City went out this morning at 
8 o'clock to render assistance to the vessel at 
Scarborough Hights, and to heip along the coast 
if necessary.

The principal causes of death were 
as follows: Croup, 20; diphtheria, 19; convul- 
sions, 14; consumption, 9; pneumonia and still- 
births,8; meningitis, 7; enteritis, 6; railroad 
accident and 1 or murder, 4 each; 
diarrhea, 2; and dropsy, 1.

THE SPREAD OF DIPHTHERIA. 
There is no longer a doubt about the preva- 
lence of diphtheria in the city, and in an alarm- 
form. The deaths from the disease for the 
week ending Saturday were nineteen, and yes- 
terday there were ten new cases reported. One 
hysician reported six, and apologized for not 
aving been more faithful in making his re- 
ports. Dr. De Wolf accounts for the sparsity 
of the reports as compared with the actual num- 
ber of cases existing by saving that the medical 
fraternity are divided asto the nature of the 
disease. One class of physicians, he says, main- 
tain that there is no difference between diph- 
theria and croup, and do not report the cases 
coming under their notice, while the other class, 
though recognizing the difference, somehow tail 
to do their duty. He is after them, however, 
without regard to class. On fact is established. 
and that is, that diphtheria is contagious, and 
whether it is called croup or something else he 
will insist that in all cases where the symptoms 
of diphtheria appear they shall be reported. 


A FIGHT FOR A CHILD. 


MRS. SCHOCK AND THE HUMANE SOCIETY. 

About ten days ago Mrs. Anna Schock, Presi- 
dent of the Workingwoman’s Industrial Home, 
filed an application in the Probate Court pray- 
ing that she might be appointed guardian of 
Blanche Kubeck, a minor, and an inmate of the 
Home. The application set out that the parents 
of the child, although alive, were dissipated and 
shif tless people, and utterly unfit to have the 
care and custody of the child, and that the 
mother had been repeatedly arrested for drunk- 
enness and confined in the City Bridewell. 

Previous to the filing of this application, 
the attention of the officers of the 
Humane Society had been called to the destitute 
condition of two other children of the Kubeck 
family, and they had been Ba ath va with quar- 
ters at the Home for the Friendiess. Hering 
that Mrs. Schock, who had sent to the County 
Board a bill of $160 tor boarding these children, 
hag applied for lettersof guardianship of the 
older child, who is 9 years of age, Mr. Dudley, 
agent of the Society, being tn possession of facts 
in regard to Mrs. Schock of such a nature as to 
convince him that such letters ought not to be 
issued, filed a notice of contest, with a view of 
secur the child and putting it into the Home 
for the Friendiess. 

The case came up beforeJudge Knickerbocker 
yesterday forenoon. Schock was present 
with her 8 Mr. Butz, and several lady 
friends, while Mr. Wrigbt, attorney of the Hu- 
mane Society, appeared for the other side. 
Quite a number of ladies, mostly neighbors of 
Mrs. Schock's, had been summoned as witnesses 
upon the point of that lady's fitness to act in the 
capacity of guardian.

THE GOVERNOR OF INDIANA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

INMIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 22.—The respect 
paid to the memory and to the remains of Gov. 
Williams to-day has been of the most flattering 
and sincere character. Long vefore the bour 
fixed for moving the body to the Court-House 
the Washington Club rooms were filled with 
representative citizens from ali parts of the 
State, a large crowd also gathering in the street 
in front, despite the extreme severity of the 
cold. The parior where the body lay was simply 
but tastefully decorated in biack, with wreaths 

f smilax intertwined. While awaiting the ar- 
rival of the Light Infantry the school-children 
viewed the remains in a body, and after them 
the medical students.

THE LINE OF MARCH

The greatest respect was shown while the body 
was in transit. Several business houses 
were draped for the occasion, as 
well as the State Building. and flags were 
at half-mast on the public and many of the 
private houses of the city. Gov. Hendricks rose 
from a sick bed to take his place as one of the 
pali-bearers, and prominent citizens irrespective 
of party affiliations joined in the procession. 
T THE COURT- HOUSE, 
the catafalque upon which the coffin rested was 
placed in the main corridor opposit the south 
eutrance, and between the two stairways. The 
Court- House was tastefully but not claborately 
decorated,the doors of the offices opening into the 
lower hall being draped in mourning relfeved with 
bunting and flags The balustrades were heav- 
ily hung with black drapery and festooned with 
flags. The Governor's large oil portrait, be- 
longing to the Washington Ciub, had a place 
among the decorations, and was draped in black, 
with smilax and other floral designs. Large 
numbers of potted plants from various florists 
and private houses relieved the corridor. Im- 
mediately at the head of the coffin were placed 
two tables decorated with 
FINE FLORAL OFFERINGS. 
That of the Jefferson Club wasa broken col- 
umn, surmounted by a rainbow,in which, in- 
stead of the severe colors which generally com- 
pose such designs, was marked by the name of 
the Jefferson Club. At the footof the coffin 
stood a large broken column, sent by the State 
officers. It was five and one-half feet in hight, 
having on the base the words, Rest in Peace,“ 
surmounted by a W on, top. It is said to be 
the largest design ever executed in this city. By 
request of the family the coflin was very simply 
decorated, only a roset and a sickle of flowers 
and wheat-heads being used. Near by were 
wreaths, stars, crosses, and anchors delicately 
worked out and sent as offerings by the inmates 
of the Blind Asylum. 
IN STATE. 

The coffin being placed in position, the Min- 
nerchor Society sang a hymn, after which the 
doors were thrown open, anda steady stream 
of people passed in review during the entire 
afternoon. The schools of the city were closed 
at ll o'clock. After the regular call the Board 
of Trade proceeded in a body to the Court- 
House. Between II and lo’clock and 5 and 
6 all places of business were closed, 
giving the employés an opportunity of 
paying their respects. The Light Infantry 
was conspicuously absent for some reason, but 
afew policemen were in attendance, who re- 
ceived the people and organized them into two 
lines, passing. on either side of the body. The 
casket was a fine metallic one with heavy silver 
ornaments, tho top of giass giving a full length 
view of the body. A plain silver plate on the cover 
bore the inserption, James D. Williams, Gov- 
ernor of Indiana; born Jan. 16, 1808; died Nov. 
20, 1880.“ 

THE FEATURES 
were remarkably lifelike, and indicated an 
easy death after a short illness. While being 
thus viewed by the people a noticeable shadow 
of sadness rested upon the faces of all, and the 
kindest remarks were heard on every side. 
ANECDOTES 
illustrative of the deceased’s characteristics 
were told, and the harsh campaign cry of Blue 
Jeans!“ seemed quite forgottea. Among other 
incidents, the following illustrates the kindly 
and sympathetic nature of the old man and 
his true charitableness. One of his neighbors 
was indebted to him in the sum of $1,700, evi- 
denced by two notes. Owing to dis- 
tress and disease in his family, the 
debtor was unable to meet the obligation 
at maturity. He asked Mr. Williams for an ex- 
tension of the loan. “All mght,” was che re- 
sponse. “Draw up a note for the full amount 
of the debt, and I'll cancel the others. By the 
way.“ he suddenly asked. what rate per cent 
did you insert?” “Ten,’’ was the reply (that 
then being the legal rate). “ Well, make it 8. 
That's all you ought to pay, and that will satisfy 
me.“ This, in contrast to the anecdotes told of 
other Indiana statesmen, is refreshing. 
EVENING. 

At 6 o'clock the coffin was returned to the 
rooms of the Washington Club, escorted thither 
by the Jefferson Club, a Democratic organiza- 
tion. There it will remain until to-morrow 
morning, when it will be sent to Vincennes on a 
special train at 8:30 a. m. The train will return 
to-morrow afternoon, as the body will be turned 
over to the people of Vincennes. There it will 
lie in state over Tuesday night, and on Wednes- 
day it wil) be ta cen to the Governor's old 
home, where it will remain until Thursday 
morning. The funeral will take place some 
time during that day. A number of prominent 
citizens will attend it to Vincennes, returning in 
the evening. 

CITIZENS. 

The adjourned citizens’ meeting reassembled 
this afternoon to take suitable action on the 
Governor's death.

He never permit the formalities of 
official station to restrict the freedom of his in- 
torcourse with the people, and, while he was 
Governor, the humbiest citizen of the 
State could approach him at all times 
without embarrassment. It 16s worthy of 
note and em is, that Gov. Williams wasa 
man of singular purity of character. His pri- 
vate omestic virtues are attested by all 
who enjoyed the intimacy of his personal friend- 
ship. and his official rity was never blurred 
by even an imputa a esty. His con- 
ception of official station was that it was a pub- 
lic trust, to be administered with the same care, 
prudence, and frugality which a wise man would 
bestow upon his private affairs. It is to his 
honor that, atatime when the tendencies in 
official station were in thé direction of 4 
lavish and careless e nditure of the 
es moneys, he u his influence in 

ongress to check those tendencies, and to 
expose existing abuses. As Governor he evinced 
the same watchful care of the public interests, 
and, though a warm partisan, no alleged party 
n ty, no considerations of personal friend- 
ship, could swerve him from what he believed 
to be the path of auty. It has been said of him 
that he was too liberaiin the use of the pardon- 
ing power. The records of his office disciuse the 
fact that the last act of his official life was the 
ty of a respit to a man condemned to die. 
That was too merciful in dealing with 
his fellow mortals will not be remem- 
bered against him by the merciful Judge in 
whose presence he now stands. Measured hy 
the best standard, Gov. Williams was a worthy 
citizen, a faithful public servant, a good man. 
His virtues were many and conspicuous, and 
e’en his failings leaned to virtue's side.

withdraw their road from the east- bound pool. 
Commissioner Fink submitted the application, 
together with the arguments of Generai-Freight 
Agent Gantt, to the trunk line arbitrators. The 
Board of Arbitrauon, consisting of Charies 
Francis Adams, Jr., David A. Wells, and J. A. 
Wright, have had the matter under advisement 


since September, and have now directed the fol- 


lowing highly-interesting decision to Commis- 
sioner Fink, which is adverse to the claim made 
by the Chivago, Pekin & Southwestern: 

Wo have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
favor of the 3d inst. forwarding the application 
of Thomas D. Gantt of Sept., on behalf of the 
Chicago, Pekin & Southwestérn Railroad, for a 
rehearing of the Peoria award of this Board of 
20th May, 1880, and the allowance of an increased 
percentage to the road he represents. The fol- 
lowing are the facts in relation tothe Peoria 
awa The case tirst came fore the 
on your letter of sub.nission of Oct. 13, 187, ac- 
companying the arguments of the roads inter- 
ested, As the principal papers thus submitted 
did not give us as arbitrators all 
formation we deemed necessary, a meet- 
mg and further oral hearing. was 
had at Chicago on the i6th of December 
following, at which all the roads interested were 
present through their representatives, and ad- 
ditional statements were invited. Our original 
awurd was published immediately thereafter,— 


on Dec. 18, 187%. This award was not satisfactory 


to certain of those concerned in it, and a re- 
hearing was asked for the representatives of the 
Illinois Midland Road, under date of Jan. 31, 
1880. The Bokrd declined to consider the appli- 
cation at that time. Subsequently, upon anoth- 
er application made by the ao of 
the Peoria, Decatur & Evansville Road, on the 
Suth of March, a rehearmg was ordered and 
new arguments from all the parties in interest 
called for. The whole case was then reviewed 
by the Board in the most thorough and exhaust- 
ive manner. 

The revised award thus arrivedjat as a result of 
this reheuring was published on May 30, 1880, to 
take effect from April 1 previous. A rehearing 
of this revised award was then asked for b 
Mr. Sanford, on behalf of the Ch „Roc 
Island & Pacific Road, but the Board declined, 
under date of Aug. 12, to at that time reconsider 
it, the situation not 12 changed in the 
meanwhile, and no new information bearing 
upon the case having been submitted, The pres- 
ent application on behalf of the Chi Pekin 
& Southwestern Road was then made 
date four weeks later. Subsequently, as it woul 
seem toappear from the present correspond- 
ence, the representative of the Chicayo, Pekin 
& Southwestern Road, understanding from an 
informaliconversation with you as Commissioner 
that this Board would probably be unwilling 
to alter a revised award without be allowed 
a longer time than three months too e its 
8 working, refused to be further bound 

y it, and practically withdrew from the pool. 
It is needless for us to point out that under 
these circumstances a revision of the Peoria 
awardinfavorof the Chicago, Pekin & South- 
western Koad must now be a matter of extreme 
dimculty. It would inevitably be looked upon 
as the successful coercion of the whole Joint 
Executive Committee, as well as ourselves, by a 
temporarily dissatisfied party. Disregarding 
this dilficulty, however, and considering the case 
on its merits, we wish to call your attention to 
the fact that in its present application the Chi- 
cago, Pekin & Southwestern d has 2 
to our notice no facts or statistics with wh — 
in making both the original and the revi 
awards, we were not already familiar. It dwelis 
simply on the amount of its rolling-stock, its 
connections, and facilities for doing Peoria busi- 
ness. The Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern is 
one of seven initial Peoria lines. Their 

te rulling-stock, connections, and terminal 
acilities are far in excess of the largest volume 
of Peoria traffic. The percentages originally de- 
manded of us by those lines amounted to no less 
than 165 per cent of the business. Neither have 
44 at any time professed a willingness 
to be satistied with an award of a less percent- 
age than they claimed. ‘The 
demand of the Chicago, Pekin & 
Southwestern was for 9 per. cent. 
This demand was, however, as appears from the 
printed arguments, supported no statistical 
or other information, nor were itrators 
able to find in the course of their investigations 
auy facts which would justify it. On the con- 
trary, the statistics of the Peoria traffic in- 
dicated that the Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern 
bad not, for any considerabie time, carried in ex- 
cess of 4 per cent of the business er Peoria, nor 
above 2 per cent of the business to Peoria. In- 
deed, according to the Board of Trade returns, 
it carried ex Peoria 3 ae cent of the — in 
1877, 3.4 per cent in 1878, and 1.8 per cent in 1879 
while to Peoria its proportion was even less. 
According to the best information accessible to 
us, during the three years 1877-’9 the Chicago, 
Pekin & Southwestern shipped 2.6 per cent 
of the total Peoria east-bound staples; 
during the same period its aggregate shipments 
were about 1.6 per cent of the total Peoria ship- 
ments of every character.“ According also to 
the weekly returns made to the Commissi@ner’s 
office during the four and one-half months inter- 
vening between the publication of our original 
award in 1 mber, 1878, and its revision 
in following May, the Chicago, 
Pekin & Southwestern carried er Peoria 
3.8 per cent of the tonnage, or 12 less than 
has been awardedtoit. If these statistics of 
business actuaily done in the past were, or are, 
erroneous, or from any cause fail to do justice 
to the Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern, or if 
there wds any reason for it to anticipate a con- 
siderable permanent increase in its trafic for the 
future, it was for the representatives 
of that road to set the arbitrators right, 
and to see that they were fully informed 
on these points. They alone bad the means of 
so doing, and every facility bas been afforded 
them. They have, however, not done it. Onder 
these circumstances it does not appear to us 
that any case has yet been made out by the Chi- 
cago, Pekin & Southwestern calling for a rehear- 
ing of the revised award of May last. Even if this 
were not the case, however, it must be obvious 
toevery one acquainted with the workings of 
apportionments that the system cannot possibly 
be successful if subject to perpetual revisals at 
short intervals. Traflic cannot distribute or 
equalize itself in periods of a few weeks. Pass- 
ing by the cutting of rates, which you state has 
been going on in this case, and referring 
only to general considerations which do not 
effect the good faith of parties to apportion- 
ments, it is, as is perfectly well known, one of 
the most familiar methods of procedure with 
shippers desiring to break up a pool, to agree to 
concentrate their shipments for a given time on 
particular lines, thus creating an exaggerated 
idea of their importance in some correspond- 
ing dissatisfaction in others. In Peoria, 
there are few large shippers, and a few only. 
Toassume the momentary fluctuations of traftic, 
intentionally, Lae a caused by these shippers, 
or even by one em, as a basis for a revision 
8. uld mevitablßy bring the 
whole apportionment into con- 
tempt by putting it power of 
a few local deaiers to anywhere break it up 
at will. The situationat Peoria is a peculiar 
aud very difficult one. Asarbitrators we have 
given to it all the careful study and considera- 
tion in our power. Notwithstanding this, it is 
very possible that our awards may have worked 
harshly on some of the several lines 
affected i‘ In view of this 
fact the informal suggestion from you 
as Chairman of the Joint Executive Committee, 
that the present applicant should proceed cau- 
tiously, and allow the revised award to demon- 
strate its imperfection, if it was imperfect, dur- 
ing, at least, the remaining four months of the 

eur, seems to us to have been not unreasona- 

le. As a matter of fact, the weekly returns 
then indicated that award, as a whole, 
was effecting a not unequal distribution 
of the tratfic, the consolidation of balances on 
the eight months’ shipments to Aug. 31 last 
showing au aggregate variation from the per- 
centages allotted of less than 3,000 tons in a total 
of neurly 200,000. Apart from all considera- 
tions of this nature, however, as the case 
now stands, the Chicago, Pekin & South- 
western vracticaliyfrefuses to be longer consid- 
ered a member of the pool, and disregards. 
the directions from the office of the Commis- 
sioner to effect an equalization of tonnage. 
Under these circumstances, and so long as this 
condition of affairs exists, the whole matter 
mugt remain in the bands of the Commissioner 
and Joint Executive Committee.” 

This decision is likely to! greatly disturb the 
east-bound Peoria pool and create considerable 
of a breeze for the time being. The Chicago, 
Pekin & Southwestern now considers itself out 
of the pool, and it will make such rates as will 
tax ita road to its utmost capacity. The roads 
in the pool will not be able to com- 
pete, as they must maintain the regular 
rates, and they are therefore likely to lose much 
of their business. The Joint Executive Com- 
mittee cannot well reduce the rates from Peoria 
to meet those made by the Chicago, rekin & 
Southwestern, for such action would work 
harshiy 1 — roads from other points. as in such 
an event business would be diverted to the lines 
from Peoria.

The Colored Refugees in Kansas—The 
Exodus from the South Still Proceed- 
ing. 
ENGLEWwoon, III., Nov. 18.—To the Editor of the 
Detroit Post and Tribune: Through your excel- 
lent sheet I wish to communicate facts of the 
present conaition of refugees from the ex-slave 
BStaies in Kansas. More than nineteen-twen- 
tieths of the 40,000 that have come into the State 
since March, 1879, are self-sustaining. Many 
bave raised from 100 to 400 bushels of corn, and 
in the sonthern portion of the State they have 
raised between 4,000 and 5,000 acres of cotton, 
that has proven cotton-raising a perfect success.

Money closed easy in New York. The immense 


volume of transactions would have affected the 
resources of a more abundantly supplied market 


than this one, and suspicions were expressed 
that the ease was artificial and calculated to as- 
sist the sellers of stocks. 

As to the merits of present prices, it must 
be remembered that the business ot the roads is 
such that the dividends they have paid is no 
longer a guide to the value of stocks. New 
York Central has steadily paid its 8 per cent 
through all the depression of the post-panic 
years, but in the first ten months of this year its 
earnings have increased from $23,719,381 to $27,- 
724.474. Burlington & Quincy in nine months 
last year made $10,303,937, but in the correspond- 
ing months of this year has earned $12,905,057. 
Northwest is earning at the rate of $20,000,000 a 
year. On this point the following extract from 
Day & Field's circular will be found of value: 

It is a fact that there is an actual block of 
freight from the Mississippi River to the At- 
lantic Ocean. This is no rhetorical exaggeration, 
put a fact gained from railroad men in the city. 
The Rock Island Roud offered to one line bere a 
contract for 400 cars of freight trom now to the 
Ist of May daily. The lines out of Chicago are 
utterly unable to handle the business that is 
offered. Erie and NewYork Central send no cars 
west of Buffalo, and cannot begin to move the 
freight from that point. 

On the basis of businegs actually being done, the 
good railroad stocks are still cheap, and invest- 
ors with the best facilities for information are 
buying them for permanent holding, notwith- 
standing the present excited condition of prices. 

Not a few experienced traders are keeping out 
of the market at present, believing that the pub- 
lic will, as usual, overdo the rise, and so give 

them an opportunity to buy cheaper. Too much 
caution cannot be exercised by the speculative 
dealer on margins. The present state of the 
money market is such that a sharp twist may be 
given to speculation at any moment.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 

The following important decision was filed 
with the Clerk of the Supreme Court at Ottawa 
Saturday in the case of Julia T. Cole vs. Chris- 
tian 8. Marple et al., error to the First District 
Appellate Court: 3 

Opinion by Crutg. J.: This was a creditor’s 
bill brought by Christian 8. Marple ayainst Julia 
T. Cole, widow of Jirah D. Cole, deceased, 
Equitable Lite-Insurance Society, and George 
A. Seaverns, executor of the estate of J. D. Cole, 
deceased, to reach the proceeds of a $10,000 life- 
insurance policy which was issued to Cole on his 
life by the Equitable Society and by him as- 
signed to Julia T. Cole, his wife, a short time be- 
fore his death. The policy was issued July 17, 
1468, payable in twenty years, or in case of prior 
death sixty days after notice; the premiums 
were to be paid in twenty annual instailmentsof 
$501.10. Cole paid the premiumis as they became 
due, and died Aug. 31, 1876. Before bis death, 
and on the 80th day of August, he assigned the 
policy to his wife and immediately gave notice 
of the assignment to the Society, and the Socie- 
ty consented to the arrangement, The estate of 
Cole is insolvent, and this bill was brought by a 
creditor who bad probated his claim aguinst the 
estate. The Court on the hearing found that 
the assignment of the policy from Cole to his 
wite was fraudulent as against complainant and 
the other creditors of Cole, and rendered a de- 
cree that Julia T. Cole pay into the Court the 
full amount received on the policy from the 
Equitable Society—to-wit: $10,655.22, with inter- 
est at 6 per cent from the 26th day of November, 
1868, the time when she received the money. 
The proposition is not controverted that volun- 
tary conveyance of property by a person 
who is insolvent is voidcable and may 
be set aside by creditors. But while 
this may be regarded as a general rule which 
may be invoked by acreditor when his debtor 
has attempted to transfer his property beyond 
the reach of legal process, yet the question pre- 
sented by this record is whether the assigument 
of the policy made by Cole to his wife is to be 
regarded as falling within that general rule, or 
is it a transaction whichis authorized by the 
Statute, Sec. 54, Chap. 73, R. IL. 1874, page 007, 
which was enacted in 1868, and declares: 

It shall be lawful for any married woman, 
by herself and in her own nume, or in the name 


of any third person, with his assent as her, 


trustee, to cause to be insured for her sole use 
the life of her husband for any definit period, 
or for the term of his natural life; and in case 
of her surving such period or term, the sum or 
net amount of the insurance becoming due and 
payable by the terms of the insurance, shall be 
payable to her, to and for her own use free from 
the claims of the representatives of the bus- 
band, or of any of his creditors: Proviced, how- 
ever, that if the premium of such policy is paid 
by any person with intent to defraud his credit- 
ors, an amount equal to the premium so paid, 
with interest thereon, shail inure to the benetit 
of said creditors; subject, however, to the stat- 
ute of limitations. 

The amount of the insurance may be made pay- 
ble, in case of the death of the wife before the 

sriod at which it becomes due, to his, her, or 
their children, for their use, as shall be provided 
in the policy of insurance, and their guardian if 
under age, 

Here is a statute which empowers a wife in her 
own name or in the name of a third party to ob- 
tain a policy of insurance on the life of her hus- 
band, and in the case of his death tne amount of 
the insurance shall go to the wife free from the 
claims of ber husband's creditors. 

There is but one saving provision In the stat- 
ute in favor of creditors, and that is wherea 
person pays the premium on the policy with the 
intent to defraud his creditors, an amount equal 
to the premium so paid and not barred by the 
statute of limitations may be recovered. e 
defendant in the bill in her answer alleges that 
she-caused the life of Josiah D. Cole to be in- 
sured in the Equitable Society, and that the in- 
surance was for her sole use. She denies the 
right of complainant to any portion of the money 
paid her by the insurance society, and sets up 
the statute of limitations as a 
to recovery of an amount 
to the premium paid by her 
on the policy prior to 
1874. The question here is not whether 
aut falls within the letter of the statute, but 
it is whether she substantially complied with the 
act, and falls within its spirit. The Constitution 
of 1870 declares that The General Assembly 
shall pass liberal homestead and exemption 
laws.’ Prior, bewevrer, tothe ad or 
Constitution, in Deere v. Chapman, 5 III. 610, it 
was held that the Homestead act was a remedial! 
act, and should receive a liberal construction. 
It was there said, ** Though this act may be said 
to be in derogation of the common law. and an 
innovatioa upon all former relations between 
creditors and debtors, giving to the latter new 
rights and immunities, yet it does not follow 
that itshould not receive a construction 80 lib- 
eral as to advance the object contemplated by 
the Legislature in passing the act. In Good vs 
Foeg, 61 Lil. 451, where the act of 1843 ‘and 1861. 
exempting certain personal property from levy 
and sale, came before the Court for construc- 
tion, it was held that a person entitled to the 
benefit of the exemptions may hold under both 
statutes a home worth notexceeding $160; that 
the acts are not to receive a strict construction, 
and that according to their spirit: party thus 
situaved may in his claim unite both laws. 

Now, while the act which allows the wife to 
hoid a policy of insurance on the life of her hus- 
band and protectsher in the proceéds of the 

licy as aguinst the creditors of her husband, 
s not strictly an exemption law, yet itis of that 
nature, and should be construed with the same 
liberality. But we are not without authority on 
this question. In Charter Oak Life v. Brant, 47 
Mo., 419, where a statute similar to our oWn was 
under consideration, itis said: The statute 
was founded on charity, and intended to sub- 
serve a beneficent object, andin a case falling 
within it I should be disposed to give it the most 
favorable construcuon to carry out its humane 
purpose.“ Do the facts presented by this record 
establish a case within the spirit of the statute? 


Cole had a policy payable to him, his executors, 


administrators, and assigns; be assigned the 
policy to defendant, bis wife; on the same day 
the insurance’ Company was notified of the as- 
signment; it accepted the notice and consented 
tothe assignment. In The City Fire-Insurance 
Company v. Marso, 4 Ind, 42, where 
a policy had been taken out in the 
name of Morris. on a stock of goods, 
who subsequently sold the goods to 
Myers and with the concent of the Company as- 
sighed to bim the ‘policy, it was held, in sub- 
stance though not in form, a new insurance was 
grunted to Myers. 

In Borroughs vs. State Mutual Life- Assurance 
Company, 91 Mass., 358, where a policy was pay- 
able to the insured and his assignees, and duly 
assigned with the consent of the Company, it 
was held that the assignment transferred the 
legal title to the assignee with right to sue in his 
own name, 

Whether under the assignment in this case a 
suit might have been maintained in the name of 
Mrs. Cole is a question which does not properly 
arise, and it will nut be necessary to determine 
it. But when the assignment was made with the 
consent of the Company. as was beld in the 
Marks case, in substance a new insurance was 
granted to Mrs. Cole. After the assignment was 
made it could not be repudiated by Cole or the 
Company, but under the assigument the licy 
was held by Mrs. Cole for her sole use and bene- 
fit, and altnough the transaction’ may not have 
assumed the form required by the statute, yet 
the substantial requirements of the statute 
were foliowed, and under a statute of 
this character all that can be 
required. the assignment 
was made taken out a 
new policy on her husband's lite in her name 
or that of a trustee, it is not denied that she 
would bave been able to hold the proceeds re- 
gardiess of creditors of the husband. What is 
the difference in principle between taking out a 
new policy and having one already in existence 
assigned with the consent of the Company? We 
perceive po substantial difference. and hence we 
must hold that Mrs. Cole under the statute hada 
clear right with the consent of the Company to 
accept an assignment of the policy. But under 
the statute, Cole being insolvent, all premiums 

aid by him on the policy withiu five years next 
— this action was brought. witb interest 


thereon from the date of payment, could be re- 


covered by the creditors. The action was com- 
menced in October, 1878. The premium paid in 
July, 1873, and all paid before t time would be 
barred by the statute, but the compiainant was 
entitled to recover the premium ot $501.60 paid 
July 17, 1874. and $501.0) paid July 17, 1875, and 
$501.60 paia July 17, 1876, with 6 per cent interest 
on each of said amounts from the date of pay- 
ment. 

The position that the assignment of the policy 
cannot be maintained because it was not ac- 
knowledged and recorded as the transfer of goods 
and chattels is required to be, under Sec.9,Cha p.68, 
R. L. 1874. page 577, we do not reward as tenable. 
While the words goods and chaiteis might be 
held ordivarily to mean all personal property of 
every description, yet a moment's reflection will 
satisfy any one that it was never intended that 
a chose in action should be embraced within its 
provisions. bere a husband and wife are re- 
siding together, there is manifest wisdom in re- 
quiring a transfer of goods and chattels from 
one to the other to be in writing, and acknowl- 
edged and recorded, s® that all may know to 
whom the property #elongs, and one may be 
prevented from settigg up a secret transfer of 
the property should ite seized by execution as 
the property of the other. But the law could 
never have n intended to apply to a chose in 
acuon. It would be absurd in the extreme to 
require a husband and wife, on the assignment 
of a promissory note, to go before a Justice of 

Peace and have the assignment acknowl- 
edged, and then have it recorded. The statute 
was never framed for such a ridiculous pur-

See also Alexander v. Tums, 16 III., 221, and 
Jnited States Bank v. Burke, 4 Black., 141.) 

The judgment of the Appellate Court must be 
rev „ and cause remanded. for further 
proceeding consistent with this opinion.

A DISAPPOINTED WIFE. 

Judge Jameson yesterday decided the case of 
Lucy Sloan against William A. Sloan. This was 
a petition to set aside a divoree granted in 1872. 
The charge was that the decree was obtained by 
Mc. Sloan against himself without the wife’s 
knowledge; that he induced her by false repre- 
sentation to sign a warrant of attorney giving a 
lawyer here the authority to file a bill for her 
against ber husband, charging him with adul- 
tery, and that a detree to that effect had been 
entered, ot which she had no knowledge until 


1879. The Judge said that Sloan left his wife in 


1869 for the purpose of getting her a home 
out West. In 1872 he appeared in Chicago, 
and about the time the bill was filed was mak- 
ing arrangements to commit adultery. As soon 

as the decrve was granted, notice was sent to 
him, and be immediately married another wom- 
an. The petition was somewhat peculiar in that 
it did not charge anybody with baving been 
guilty of fraud, but claimed fraud bad been 
committed, without any especial and particular 
instrument. A question had arisen as tio whether 
the petition could be entertained to set aside a 
decree. Asa simple petition it could not. The 
statute only provided fur two contingencies, and 
application in such cases must be made in one 
and three years respectively. There was no 
provision in practice or by statute authorizing 
the filing of a petition to set aside a decree after 
three years. Couid the petition, then, be sus- 
tained by considering it asa vill for review or 
an original bill in the nature of a bill for review? 
A bill for review, it would seem, would not lie 
after the expiration of tive years, for it could 

only be filed within the time limited fora writ 
of error, and that was five years. There was no 
limitation to the time of uli an - orig- 
inal bill in the nature of a bill for re- 

view, but on principle the same rule ought 
to be applied as to bills of review. In either 
case, then, the bill — be dismi — 
t filed,

even granting that 
the petitioner, Mrs. Sloan, was 
to no relief on the evidence aus 
shown in the case. The principal 
allegation of the petition was that the decree 
was reudered without any appearance on her 
part, without any knowledge on her part, and 
that she never was apprised of the fact that the 
decree had been entered until some seven years 
afterward. Suck a case would present a very 
strong equitable claim on the Court. The evi- 
dence was that during the time the husband was 
awuy the wife lived with her mother and her 
husband's father, and that her husband corre- 
sponded with his father, brothers, and sisters 
constantly. Mrs. Sloan claimed she vever was 
able to find out from the family where her 
husband was. never received a letter from 
him trom 1800 to 1879, and never her- 
self wrote to him. That such a state 
of facts could exist under such circumstances 
seemed incredible, and her statement couid not 
be believed. Nor could greater credence be at- 
tached to her other statement, that she did not 
know that any divorce proceedings had been 
begun, and never authorized Goodrich to file a 
bill. The evidence was decisive against her. 
The testimony also showed she had conversa- 
tions with her father-in-law about getting a di- 
voree; that when the power of attorney was 
tent to her it wus explained to her, and she 
signed it ultimately before a notary public. The 
testimony of the notary was very decisive, to 
the effect that Mrs. Sloan knew the character of 
the paper she was signing. The only remaining 
question was, whether the Court had 
been imposed on by outsiders, one 
living in Ohio, the other in 
lowa. The decree had been obtained with all 
due formality, the Court, as far as the record 
showed, had acquired jurisdiction of the parties, 
gations of the bill were all regular and 
sufficient. That being the case, the Court eould 
not disturb the. decree at such a remote period 
oftime. The rule was well settled that if there 
was error on the face of the decree, showing that 
the Court bad no jurisdiction either of the per- 
sons or subject matter, then it could be set 
aside, either by a party twit or by a stranger, 
but if on the face of the decree there was no 
error, then the only remedy was by appeal or 
writ of error. The result, therefore, was t 
the petition would have to be dismissed. 


A HAPPY OLD SLAVE. 

Judge Jameson also decided the case of Lucy 
Churchill, a colored woman, and formerly a 
slave, against Joel Bigelow. This was a bill to 
establish a resulting trust in a house and lot on 
Fourth avenue, which had been sold by com- 
plainant’s husband to Bigelow. The Judge 
found that complainant bad contributed about 
$3,900 toward the purchase of the house and lot, 
the title being taken in her husband's name, 
that the subsequent sale to Bigelow was made 
in such a manner as to put him on guard, and to 
give him reason to suspect that it was not bona- 
tide, and that the wife had an interest in the 
property. She was, accordingly, heid to be en- 
titled to an interest in the nature of a resulting 
trust to the extent of ber advances. Some of the 
money she putinto the house had been earned 
while sbe wasa slave in Louisiana, and a part 
of the remainder was the — of a lottery 
ticket, on which she drew $3,200,

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A Strange Suicide,

He was evidefitly out 
of money wheu he shot himself, and be had al- 
ready pawned his gold watch, but a reference to 
a ludy in bis letter leads to the conclusion that 
poverty does not account for the fatal pistoi- 
shot. ‘The letter shows that he bad traveled ex- 
tensively. Indeed, his journey to New York 
seemns by his statement to have been rather 
aimless.
